Colonel Henry H. R ogers E x­ 
pires; Blood Poisoning Is 
Cause of Death. 


Southam pton, L. I., July 27 (AP 
Col. Henry Huddleston Rogers, in­ 
ternationally 
known 
oil 
m agnate 
and sportsm an, died here Thursday 
after a year's Illness. 
He was 56. 
Colonel Rogers was stricken with 
blood poisoning and in the last few 
m onths has wasted away from 160 
pounds to a frail figure of seventy- 
five pounds. 
At his bedside when he died were 
Mrs. Pauline Van Der Voort Dresser 
Rogers, his third wife, and his son 
and daughter, H. H. Rogers, Jr., and 
Mrs. Arturo Ramos, the form er Mil- 
licent Rogers. 
O thers in constant touch with the 
hospital were his sister, C ara, Lady 
Fairhaven 
and 
three 
grandchil­ 
dren, Peter Balm, Arturo Peralta 
Ramos and Paul Jaime Ramos. 
Colonel Rogers suffered an attack 
of penum onia last October and the 
blood infection th at caused his death 
was an afterm ath of th a t illness, 
hospital physicians declared. 


In addition to the three surgical 
operations, Colonel Rogers had re­ 
ceived numerous blood transfusions 
in the hope tn a t they would check 
the malady. 
Colonel Rogers, a millionaire ex­ 
ecutive of the Standard Oil interests 
and a close friend of the Rockefeller 
family, was a descendant of New 
England ansectors who were promi­ 
nent in the shipping and whaling 
industries.
